Social Formation Law 
approved by Parliament 
and signed by Prime

One of the government’s con¬ 
cerns when they took office 
two years ago, was how to 
help young who are courting 


the wrong path and running 
the risk of getting involved in 
criminality.

Oduber indicated that he was 
pleased that during a harmo¬ 
nious and friendly meeting, 
after presenting the various 
propositions from the differ¬ 
ent organizations, they were 
able to reach a consensus.

Those interested in obtain¬ 
ing a plot with a tent will 
have to register for this. 
Those who get a tent will be 
able to utilize that space with 
family and friends. It will not 


be allowed to add anything to 
the tent or space. 

The police will enforce 
the rules very strictly. 

On the Vondellaan people 
will be permitted to place 
their trailers. Figaroa indi¬ 
cated that this 2012 route is 
specifically for 2012, but that 
there is no guarantee that this 
route will remain the same 
route for future years. 

He said, that if everything 
goes well this year there 
might be no reason to change 
the route. They also intend on 
installing stands for the pub¬ 
lic.

The need for good coopera¬ 
tion and for the exploring of 
mutual benefits gave rise to 
the birth of a unified associa¬ 
tion for the Caribbean region. 

Last Friday the announce¬ 
ment was made of the birth of 
“The Association of Dutch 
Caribbean Chambers of 
Commerce & Industry.” 

Members of the new asso¬ 
ciation are Aruba, Bonaire, 
Curacao, St. Maarten, Saba, 
and St. Eustatius. Each island 
will choose a representative 
to become a part of the board 
of the new association. 

The Chambers of Com¬ 
merce of Aruba and the 
Dutch Antilles have always 
had a good relationship with 
each other and worked to¬ 


gether on various fronts, 
among others on the mainte¬ 
nance of the registry of their 
members. 

Some time ago the discus¬ 
sions began on creating a for¬ 
mal and structural cooperation 


between the six islands in the 
Dutch Caribbean. After 10- 
10-10, the situation for all the 
islands, with the exception of 
Aruba, changed and there 
was no more legal basis for 
cooperation. It was due to the 


new situation that the Aruba 
Chamber of Commerce de¬ 
cided to continue working on 
the idea of forming an asso¬ 
ciation to maintain the coop¬ 
eration. The new situation 
ushered in six individual is¬ 
lands some with direct ties to 
Holland, each with their own 
jurisdiction. Yet, it is impor¬ 
tant to continue working to¬ 
gether, particularly on issues 
related to the Dutch Kingdom 
and the European Union. 

The cooperation such as 
through The Association of 
Dutch Caribbean Chambers 
of Commerce & Industry 
can, for example, make spe¬ 
cial petition for participation 
in and for the reception of 
funds from the European 


Union. The new association 
will represent all 5 Chambers 
of Commerce and could sub¬ 
mit a joint petition for such a 
concern. 

The exchange of informa¬ 
tion and of developments in 
each country and how this 
could benefit commerce and 
to do business in general in 
each country is an important 
factor to members of the new 
association. 

During last week’s Busi¬ 
ness Dinner Meeting of the 
Aruba Chamber of Com¬ 
merce while each representa¬ 
tive of the 5 islands were in 
Aruba the formal charter of 
the new association was 
signed at the office of the no¬ 
tary.

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Indian Ocean tsunami 
alert system to be 
tested on Oct 12 


PARIS (AFP) - Nearly two 
dozen countries next 
Wednesday will take part in a 
full-scale test of the Indian 
Ocean's tsunami alert system, 
using the 2004 Sumatra 
quake as the basis for the ex¬ 
ercise, UNESCO said this 
week. 

Exercise IOWAVE 11 will 
re-enact the seismic events of 
December 26, 2004, simulat¬ 
ing a 9.2-magnitude quake 
that occurs northwest of 
Sumatra, sending waves 
across the Indian Ocean that 
strike the coast of South 
Africa 12 hours later. 

It will be a trial run for 
newly-launched Regional 
Tsunami Service Providers 
(RTSPs), located in Australia, 
India and Indonesia, which 
will issue simulated "alerts." 

They are part of a region¬ 
wide tsunami warning and 
mitigation service, set up by 
28 countries after the 2004 
disaster, which claimed 
nearly a quarter of a million 
lives. 

Until now, two bodies — the 
Japan Meteorological Agency 
and the Pacific Tsunami Warn¬ 
ing Centre — have been in 
charge of tsunami alerts in the 
Indian Ocean. 


They will end this interim 
job at the end of 2012, pro¬ 
vided the handover goes well. 

"The exercise aims to 
evaluate the system's opera¬ 
tional capacity, the efficiency 
of communications among 
the different actors and the 
state of preparation of na¬ 
tional emergency services," 
the UN's Educational, Scien¬ 
tific and Cultural Organisa¬ 
tion (UNESCO) said in a 
press release here. 

"The test will also include 
the evacuation of coastal 
communities in several coun¬ 
tries, notably India and 
Malaysia." 

So far, 23 countries have 
signed up for the October 12 
test. 

They are: Australia, 
Bangladesh, Comoros, East 
Timor, France (La Reunion), 
India, Indonesia, Iran, Kenya, 
Madagascar, Malaysia, Mal¬ 
dives, Mauritius, Mozam¬ 
bique, Myanmar, Oman, 
Pakistan, Seychelles, Singa¬ 
pore, Sri Lanka, Tanzania, 
Thailand, and Yemen 

The Indian Ocean system 
was devised by the Intergov¬ 
ernmental Oceanographic 
Commission (IOC), a UN¬ 
ESCO body.

US Supreme Court to 
weigh copyright law

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Supreme Court has said it 
will review a copyright law 
that removes famed foreign 
works — everything from 
Prokofiev's "Peter and the 
Wolf’ to Picasso's "Guer¬ 
nica" — from the public do¬ 
main. 

The government told the 
court on Wednesday that the 
1994 law is necessary to 
bring the United States in line 
with global intellectual prop¬ 
erty conventions, while the 
plaintiffs say it is an infringe¬ 
ment on their right to free 
speech. 

Chief plaintiff Lawrence 
Golan, an orchestra conduc¬ 
tor at the University of Den¬ 
ver, said his students cannot 
play "Peter and the Wolf’ 
without paying royalties. The 
plaintiffs include musicians, 
professors and film distribu¬ 
tors. 

"The burden on speech 
that this statute imposes is re¬ 


markable," said Anthony Fal- 
zone, a lawyer for the plain¬ 
tiffs, claiming it extended 
copyrights to millions of 
works that had been in the 
public domain for decades. 

Their argument has won 
support from Internet titan 
Google as well as the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union. 

But Justice Department at¬ 
torney Donald Verrilli said 
the law was necessary in 
order to insure that US prop¬ 
erty rights are respected in 
foreign countries. 

"We are now trying to 
make a transition into full 
participation in an interna¬ 
tional system... which has re¬ 
quired an adjustment of our 
rules," he said. 

He added that the move to 
bring the country in line with 
international rules was "of 
vital importance to protecting 
one of our most valuable eco¬ 
nomic exports, intellectual 
property."

Afghanistan marks 10 years 
since war started 


KABUL (AFP) - Afghanistan 
marks 10 years since the start 
of the US-led war against the 
Taliban Friday amid height¬ 
ened security and questions 
over what the next decade 
will hold. 

Security is being stepped 
up in the capital Kabul after a 
string of major attacks in¬ 
cluding the assassination of 
peace envoy Burhanuddin 
Rabbani, which has thrown 
government strategy for talk¬ 
ing peace with the Taliban 
into turmoil.

MIAMI (AFP) - Philippe be¬ 
came the fifth hurricane of the 
Atlantic season on Thursday, 
but US weather forecasters 
said the category one storm 
posed no threat to land. 

At 1500 GMT, Philippe - 
packing maximum sustained 
winds of 80 miles (130 kilo¬ 
meters) per hour — was lo¬ 
cated about 425 miles (680 
kilometers) southeast of 
Bermuda, the Miami-based 
US National Hurricane Center 
said. 

’’Philippe becomes a hurri¬ 
cane... but remains no threat to 
land,” the NHC said. ’’Some 
weakening is forecast during 


sary. 

’’There will be more secu¬ 
rity, more checks. Police will 
be on high alert. But it’s not 
going to be extraordinarily 
big measures — there will be 
some preparations like more 
security and more checks.” 

Around 200 Afghans 
called for the withdrawal of 
foreign troops and shouted 
anti-American slogans at a 
protest in Kabul Thursday 
ahead of the anniversary.

The war was launched to 
oust the Taliban for harbour¬ 
ing Osama bin Laden, leader 
of Al-Qaeda which was be¬ 
hind the September 11, 2001 
attacks in the US, and destroy 
Al-Qaeda training camps in 
Afghanistan.

World will rally around 
2011 Peace Prize pick: 
Nobel chief

OSLO AFP) - The 2011 
Nobel Peace Prize will be 
seen as a unifying choice and 
will be less controversial than 
last year's award, the head of 
the prize committee said 
Thursday, a day before the an¬ 
nouncement. 

”1 think (this year's prize) 
will be well-received all over 
the world,” Nobel Committee 
chief Thorbjoern Jagland told 
Norwegian public broadcaster 
NRK late Thursday. 

Today the committee will 
announce a Peace Prize that is 
"very powerful... but at the 
same time very unifying,” he 
said, adding though that the 
pick "is not without conflict.” 

At the same time, he 
stressed, the prize would "not 
create as strong reactions 
from a single country as it did 
last year,” when the choice of 
jailed Chinese dissident Liu 
Xiaobo outraged Beijing. 

Nobel observers have long 
speculated that the Arab 
Spring uprising, which 
brought the overthrow of au¬ 
tocratic regimes in Tunisia, 


Egypt and Libya and rattled 
those in Syria, Yemen and 
Bahrain, will colour this year's 
prize, with cyber activists 
from North Africa seen as the 
front-runners. 

Jagland, however, played 
down that option Thursday, 
pointing out that "there are 
many other positive develop¬ 
ments in the world that we 
have looked at.” 

”1 think it is a little strange 
that researchers and others 
have not seen them,” he said, 
without providing any more 
hints. 

The list of candidates — 
this year a record 241 names 
long — is always a closely- 
kept secret, each year result¬ 
ing in frenzied speculation up 
until the last moment. 

Other names that have 
been circulating are Sima 
Samar, an Afghan doctor and 
women's rights activist, and 
Russian activist Svetlana 
Gannushkina and her human 
rights group Memorial. 

The European Union, cur¬ 
rently in full crisis mode due 
to the spiralling debt problems 
in the eurozone, has mean¬ 
while been increasingly men¬ 
tioned as a possible winner for 
its role in keeping the peace in 
most of Europe for more than 
half a century. 

Although Norway is not a 
member of the EU, Jagland is 
an outspoken supporter of the 
bloc.

New clashes in Chile after students 
break off talks 



SANTIAGO (AFP) - Fresh 
clashes broke out Thursday in 
the Chilean capital a day after 
student leaders broke off talks 
with the government over edu¬ 
cation reforms in the latest de¬ 
velopment in a five-month 
protest movement. 

At least eight people were 
hurt, including six police offi¬ 
cers, as security forces used 
tear gas and water cannons to 
break up an unauthorized 
demonstration of several thou¬ 
sand students. 

Some 28 people were ar¬ 
rested, many of them minors, 
for "public disorder, destruc¬ 
tion of property and assault on 
police," said Santiago munici¬ 
pal official Cecilia Perez. 

City officials had author¬ 
ized a demonstration, the 37th 
since the start of the move¬ 
ment, but it was for a route on 
the western end of the capital, 
and protesters decided to take 
a different route. 


Each side blamed the other 
for the latest incidents. 

Santiago Mayor Pablo Za- 
laquett said the student demon¬ 
strators "are going too far" 
after five months of demon¬ 
strations. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama has 
done a good job in battling Is¬ 
lamist extremism, accomplish¬ 
ing more than predecessor 
George W. Bush in Pakistan's 
tribal areas, Republican House 
Speaker John Boehner said 
Thursday. 

"I think so far the presi¬ 
dent's done just fine," Boehner, 
one of Obama's most fierce 
critics, said one day before Re¬ 
publican White House hopeful 
Mitt Romney was expected to 


Student leaders broke off 
talks on Wednesday, accusing 
the government of failing to do 
enough to maintain funding to 
guarantee free, public educa¬ 
tion. 

The student groups want 
free public education through 
university-level studies. At the 
moment, only about 40 percent 
of students qualify for free ed¬ 
ucation based on parents' in¬ 
come. 

Classes have been on hold 
in many schools and universi¬ 
ties during the long-running 
demonstrations, which rou¬ 
tinely draw tens of thousands 
of students into the streets, rep¬ 
resenting the largest protest 
movement in Chile since Gen¬ 
eral Augusto Pinochet's mili¬ 
tary dictatorship ended in 1990.

"I think that when you look

Swedish poet Tomas 
Transtroemer wins 
Nobel Literature Prize 



STOCKHOLM (AFP) - 
Swedish poet Tomas 
Transtroemer, whose simple 
but mystical imagery ad¬ 
dresses themes of nature, his¬ 
tory and death, won the 2011 
Nobel Literature Prize on 
Thursday. 

Transtroemer, 80, was hon¬ 
oured "because, through his 
condensed, translucent im¬ 
ages, he gives us fresh access 
to reality," the Swedish Acad¬ 
emy's jury said. 

His poetry is filled with 
imagination and emotion, but 
is also riddled with the unex¬ 
pected, making his work at 
times both disorienting and re¬ 
freshing. 

Scandinavia's most famous 
living poet, Transtroemer has 
been called a master of mysti¬ 
cism who often presents a 
dream-like consciousness in 
which time slows to allow for 
dissection of the relationship 
between the inner self and the 
surrounding world. 

"Most of Transtroemer's 
poetry collections are charac¬ 



terised by economy, concrete¬ 
ness and poignant metaphors. 
In his latest collections... 
Transtroemer has shifted to¬ 
wards an even smaller format 
and a higher degree of concen¬ 
tration," the jury added. 

Transtroemer suffered a 
stroke in 1990 which left his 
speech slurred. 

At a press conference 
Thursday, a smiling Transtroe¬ 
mer said receiving the acco¬ 
lade felt "very good." His wife, 
Monica, answered the other 
questions for him. 

An amateur pianist, he 
plays the piano every day with 
his undamaged left hand and 
spends his mornings listening 
to classical music. 

He was listening to music 
when Thursday's call came 
from the Swedish Academy. 

The Academy's permanent 
secretary, Peter Englund, told 
Swedish television that 
Transtroemer had been nomi¬ 
nated for the prize every year 
since 1993. 

His work is "about death 
and history and memory, 
watching us, creating us, and 
that makes us important be¬ 
cause human beings are sort of 
the prison where all these great 
entities meet," Englund told 
the nobelprize.org website. 

Transtroemer's reputation 
in the English-speaking world 
owes much to his friendship 
with American poet Robert 
Bly, who has translated much 
of his work into English, one 
of 60 languages in which his 
poems have appeared.

4. Concentration - The Pi¬ 
lates system demands intense 
focus. Beginners are in¬ 
structed to pay careful atten¬ 
tion to their bodies, building 
very small,delicate fundamen¬ 
tal movements and controlled 
breathing. 

5. Control - Joseph Pilates 
built his method on the idea of- 
muscle control. To him, that 
meant nosloppy, uncontrolled 
movements 

6. Precision - The focus in 
Pilates is on doing one precise 
and perfect movement, rather 
that many not so perfectones. 
The goal is for this precision to 
become second nature and carry 
over into everyday life as grace 
and economy of movement. 


7. Flow - Movement is ex¬ 
pected to be kept continuous- 
between exercises through the 
use of appropriate transitions. 
Once precision has been 
achieved, the exercises are in¬ 
tended to flow within and into 
each other to build strength 
and stamina. 

8. Flexibility - by taking the 
jointsthrough their full range 
of motion, pilates enhances 
flexibility. 

The Pilates system uses 
many different props and 
pieces of equipment. The most 
common piece of apparatus is 
the Reformer, which makes 
use of springs to provide resist¬ 
ance. Another piece of equip¬ 
ment is the WundaChair.

World mourns passing of Apple 
visionary Jobs 



(AFP) — Millions of people 
paid emotional tribute yester¬ 
day to the late Steve Jobs, 
praising the Apple founder's 
vision and creative genius 
which has left behind a world 
transformed by his legacy. 

The towering pioneer — 
not only as the inventor of 
iPods, iPhones and iPads but 
also in personal computers 
and online music, animated 
films and marketing — died 
Wednesday at the age of 56 
after a long battle with cancer. 

"Steve's brilliance, passion 
and energy were the source of 
countless innovations that en¬ 
rich and improve all of our 
lives. The world is immeasur¬ 
ably better because of Steve," 
Apple's board of directors said. 

Tributes flowed in from 
world leaders and tech giants, 
while Apple fans flooded so¬ 
cial networking sites to voice 
their sorrow at the passing of 
the man who helped put 
phone-sized computers in 
millions of pockets. 

Perhaps the most poignant 
tribute to Apple's co-founder 
was that word of his death 
spread almost instantly to all 
corners of the earth on the 
very devices he had invented. 

Social media sites sagged 
under the weight of Jobs-related 
posts, with the chatter so im¬ 
mense it caused Twitter to seize 
up and led analysts to predict 
the breaking of traffic records. 

Web users in China, where 
diehard fans queue for days 
to get their hands on Apple's 
latest products, posted nearly 
35 million online tributes. 

Jobs was just 21 when he 
founded Apple Computer in 
1976 with his 26-year-old 
friend Steve Wozniak in his 
family garage. 

From such humble begin¬ 
nings the company grew into 
one of the world's most valu¬ 
able firms, posting second 
quarter profits of $731 billion 
in July on revenue of $28.57 
billion despite the worldwide 
economic turmoil. 

Wozniak said the two men 
had had little idea what a rev¬ 
olution they were spawning 
all those decades ago. 

"We felt it was unbeliev¬ 
ably important, but we never 
could have envisioned it 
would grow to what it is 
today, that it would be such 
an important part of every¬ 
one's life in so many ways," 
he told CNN late Wednesday. 

In recognition of the trans¬ 
formative change wrought by 
Jobs and his innovations, 


tributes were also being left 
at Apple stores around the 
world. 

In Hong Kong, emotional 
fans laid a sunflower and a 
white rose at the door of the 
city's new Apple Store, which 
opened less than two weeks 
ago in an upmarket mall 
overlooking the harbor. 

US President Barack 
Obama said Jobs had "trans¬ 
formed our lives, redefined 
entire industries, and 
achieved one of the rarest 
feats in human history: he 
changed the way each of us 
sees the world." 

Microsoft boss Bill Gates 
and other titans of the high- 
tech industry, some of whom 
had competed with Jobs for 
decades, agreed. 

"The world rarely sees 
someone who has had the 
profound impact Steve has 
had, the effects of which will 
be felt for many generations 
to come," Gates said in a 
statement. 

The two men were rivals 
in the race to dominate the 
market at the start of the per¬ 
sonal computer era. 

But while PCs powered by 
Microsoft software ruled 
work places, Jobs envisioned 
people-friendly machines 
with mouse controllers and 
icons to click on to activate 
programs or open files. 

Huge questions now hang 
over the future of Apple, with 
the spotlight on Tim Cook 
who was made chief execu¬ 
tive of the Cupertino, Califor¬ 


nia-based company in August 
after Jobs's resignation. 

Just a day before Jobs 
died, Cook had presided over 
the launch of the new iPhone 
4S in a move that failed to 
dazzle investors. And on 
opening Thursday, Apple's 
shares fell 0.36 percent to 


$376.88. 

Born on February 24, 
1955 in San Francisco to a 
single mother and adopted by 
a couple in nearby Mountain 
View at barely a week old, 
Jobs grew up among the or¬ 
chards that would one day 
become the technology hub 


known as Silicon Valley. 

Under Jobs, Apple intro¬ 
duced its first computers and 
then the Macintosh, which 
became wildly popular in the 
1980s. 

He was elevated to idol 
status by ranks of Macintosh 
computer devotees, but left 
Apple in 1985 after an inter¬ 
nal power struggle and 
started NeXT Computer 
company, specializing in so¬ 
phisticated workstations for 
businesses. 

He then co-founded Pixar 
animated studios in 1986 
from a former computer 
graphics unit he bought from 
movie industry titan George 
Lucas. The studio has since 
produced acclaimed films 
like "Toy Story." 

Apple's luster faded after 
Jobs left the company, but they 
reconciled in 1996 with Apple 
buying NeXT for $429 million 
and Jobs ascending once again 
to the Apple throne. 

Apple went from strength 
to strength as Jobs revamped 
the Macintosh line, launching 
a "post-PC era" in which per¬ 
sonal computers give way to 
smart mobile gadgets — the 
iPod, iPhone and iPad, as 
well as the popular iTunes 
website.

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Obama: Europe must act 
fast on debt 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
warned Thursday Europe must 
"act fast" on a debt crisis 
threatening the fragile US re¬ 
covery and accused China of 
gaming the global currency 
and trading systems. 

In a White House news 
conference, Obama also said 
Republicans must pass his 
$447 billion dollar jobs bill as 
insurance against a double dip 
recession and warned Pakistan 
was hedging its bets by main¬ 
taining ties with extremists. 

Sharpening economic frus¬ 
tration over the stagnant US 
recovery and the jobless crisis 
dominated the 75-minute ses¬ 
sion, against a backdrop of 
Obama's plunging approval 
ratings ahead of his 2012 re- 
election bid. 

He warned that a potential 
European debt meltdown 


needed to be averted by swift 
action from the continent's 
leaders. 

"They have got to act fast," 
Obama said. 

"We have got a G20 meet¬ 
ing coming up in November. 
My strong hope is that by the 
time of that G20 meeting, that 
they have a very clear concrete 
plan of action that is sufficient 
to the task." 

The president argued that 
the eurozone crisis made it 
even more important for Con¬ 
gress to pass his jobs plan, 
which he said would give a 
"jolt" to the sickly economy at 
a time of dangerous external 
threats. 

"This jobs bill will help 
guard against another down¬ 
turn if the situation in Europe 
gets any worse," Obama said 
in his first formal news confer¬ 
ence since unveiling the plan 
last month. 

Earlier, Vice President Joe 
Biden warned of the risk of 
"international contagion" if 
Europe did not forestall its cri¬ 
sis soon, but acknowledged the 
continent's leaders faced 
"wrenching" political choices. 

Obama also waded into the 
debate about China's currency 
policies, though stopped short 
of endorsing a Senate bill to 
punish Beijing, citing concern 


that it could conflict with US 
obligations to the World Trade 
Organization. 

"China has been very ag¬ 
gressive in gaming the trading 
system to its advantage and to 
the disadvantage of other 
countries, particularly the 
United States," Obama said. 

"And currency manipula¬ 
tion is one example of it, or at 
least intervening in the cur¬ 
rency markets in ways that 
have led their currency to be 
valued lower than the market 
would normally dictate," 
Obama said. 

Surveying the current dire 
economic conditions clouding 
his hopes of winning a second 
term next year, Obama said 
anti-Wall Street protests gath¬ 
ering in New York and other 
US cities were a symptom of 
the public mood. 

His comments followed a 
furor over a plan by Bank of 
America to introduce a $5 
monthly charge on customers 
who use debit cards after see¬ 
ing other fees outlawed under

Nissan to pump $1.5 

bn into its first Brazil 
factory 



RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Nissan will invest $1.5 billion 
in a new factory in Brazil ex¬ 
pected to produce 200,000 cars 
per year as the Japanese au¬ 
tomaker looks to triple its mar¬ 
ket share here, chief executive 
Carlos Ghosn said Thursday. 

The factory, to be con¬ 
structed in the town of Re- 
sende, will be "one of the most 
modern Nissan plants in the 
world," said Ghosn, flanked by 
the governor of Rio de Janeiro 
state where the new facility is 
to be based. 

"We'll invest 2.6 billion 
reais (about $1.5 billion, or 1.1 
billion euros), creating up to 
2,000 direct jobs and a mini¬ 
mum of 2,000 indirect jobs," 


he said. "The Brazilian mar¬ 
ket, which is the world's fourth 
largest, warrants this invest¬ 
ment." 

Ghosn, who heads Nissan's 
joint venture with France's Re¬ 
nault, added that the factory is 
to be "a platform for the con¬ 
solidation of our activity in 
Brazil," where Renault too is 
ramping up its efforts to dra¬ 
matically boost its share of the 
large and lucrative auto market 
here. 

Cars are due to begin 
rolling off the new factory's as¬ 
sembly line in the first quarter 
of 2014, Ghosn said. 

Nissan to date has no man¬ 
ufacturing facility of its own in 
South America's largest econ¬ 
omy, producing vehicles at the 
Renault factory in the southern 
Brazilian state of Parana. 

Figures released Thursday 
by manufacturing association 
Anfavea show Brazil's vehicle 
production slumped by 19.7 
percent in September com¬ 
pared to August, while sales 
also fell.

"All my dreams can be 
taken away. He’s a dangerous 
fighter," Khan said. "That 
fight is in the future. It would 
be a little bit stupid to look 
past this fight. It’s not going to 
be easy. It’s going to be an ex¬ 
plosive fight." 

Khan is in the mix as a po¬ 
tential next foe for unbeaten 
Floyd Mayweather if the US 
star is unable to reach terms 
with Filipino icon Pacquiao 
next year for a long-awaited 
showdown. But Khan is pa¬ 
tient about such talk. 

"It’s a bit too soon for 
Mayweather," Khan said. 
"Next year I’m looking at 
Mayweather. These fights are 
taking me to that level. If I 
beat Lamont, it will take me 
closer to being ready for that 
fight." 

Khan, 26-1 with 18 knock¬ 
outs, knows the damage a loss 
can do. He was stopped in the 
first round by Breidis Prescott 
in 2008 in a stunning setback 
before fighting back to be¬ 
come a world champion a 
year later. 

"If I get beat that’s going to 
be over and I want it to last for 
a long time," Khan said. 


Khan also will have a 
front-row view of Pacquiao 
preparing for his November 
12 bout against Mexico's Juan 
Manuel Marquez because the 
Englishman will train in Los 
Angeles starting Monday 
under Pacquiao's trainer, 
Freddie Roach. 

"I love watching Manny 
train. It's an inspiration to 
me," said Khan, who said he 
might have helped "Pac-Man" 
with some timing and quick¬ 
ness in camps. 

"I think I'm faster than 
Manny Pacquiao but I'm not 
as strong," Khan said. "I'm 
one of the quickest fighters in 
the world. I think that's what 
he might have picked up, 
some quickness." 

Khan said he will move to 
welterweight (147 pounds) 
unless he can reach terms 
with unbeaten US rival cham¬ 
pion Tim Bradley. 

"The reason I'm moving to 
147 isn't that it's too hard to 
make fights. I can't get oppo¬ 
nents," Khan said. "I'll have a 
lot of people (at welter¬ 
weight). I'll get fights because 
they will say, 'He's moving 
up. He's learning.'" 

Peterson, 29-1-1 with 15 
knockouts, hopes to claim the 
International Boxing Federa¬ 
tion and World Boxing Asso¬ 
ciation titles by winning in his 
hometown. 

"It's a dream come true for 
me," Peterson said. 

Peterson says he feels 
Khan's praise of him is heart¬ 
felt and not a mere con job for 
a champion looking ahead. 

"I believe him. But I could¬ 
n't blame him for looking 
ahead," Peterson said. "We all 
have the same goals, the same 
dreams. I would be looking at 
fights with Mayweather and 
Pacquiao too. People can say 
what they want. 

"What we do on December 
10 will determine what our 
future is." 


NEW YORK (AFP) - NBA 
players and club owners face 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
in lost revenue and risk alien¬ 
ating loyal supporters as the 
lockout approaches its 100th 
day and a Monday deadline to 
save season openers. 

Team owners and players 
have not been able to agree on 
how to divide $3.8 billion in 
annual revenues and on salary 
cap issues, the gap so wide it 
could jeopardize the entire 
2011-2012 campaign. 

NBA commissioner David 
Stern said when he completed 
the cancelling of all 114 pre¬ 
season games that if no deal is 
made by Monday, what would 
be Day 102 of the lockout, the 
NBA would wipe out the first 
two weeks of its schedule. 

"We would like not to lose 
the first two weeks but it does¬ 
n't look good," Stern said. 

"When you start losing reg¬ 
ular-season games on top of 
losses in the exhibition season, 
you have two parties that have 
been financially wounded." 

Stern predicted wiping out 
the pre-season games would 
cost $200 million and NBA 
deputy commissioner Adam 
Silver said lost weeks of the 
season would bring much 
greater losses much faster. 

"They are in the hundreds 
of millions of dollars," Silver 
said. "We're not prepared to 
share the specifics. But we've 


spent a lot of time with our 
teams walking through those 
scenarios of lost games and 
the damage will be enor¬ 
mous." 

Billy Hunter, executive di¬ 
rector of the NBA Players As¬ 
sociation, said the players 
would lose $350 million for 
each month of the season they 
miss. 

But with NBA superstars 
Kobe Bryant, Kevin Garnett 
and Paul Pierce providing a 
backdrop, Hunter said the 
players were set to accept lost 
games in order to avoid hav¬ 
ing the owners impose a salary 
cap and what would be mas¬ 
sive pay cuts. 

"Maybe a month. Two 
months. Your guess is as good 
as mine," Hunter said when 
asked when he thought talks 
might resume on a deal to re¬ 
place the one that expired July 
1, touching off the lockout by 
owners. 

"Our guys have indicated a 
willingness to lose games and 
when they stand up behind us 
here, that's what they're say¬ 
ing. If they didn't feel that 
way, we would have done 
something different." 

Talks broke off when play¬ 
ers were unwilling to accept a 
50-50 split of basketball-re¬ 
lated revenues, a substantial 
drop from the 57 percent they 
enjoyed under the prior con¬ 
tract.

Cardinals, Diamondbacks 
stay alive

ST. LOUIS (AFP) - David 
Freese drove in four runs 
with a homer and a double on 
Wednesday as St Louis beat 
Philadelphia 5-3 to stay alive 
in the first round of the Major 
League Baseball playoffs. 

With the victory the up¬ 
start Cardinals knotted their 
best-of-five National League 
series with the Phillies at two 
games apiece. 


The Arizona Diamond- 
backs also forced a game 
five, downing Milwaukee 10- 
6 to level their National 
League series at two games 
each. 

Arizona's Ryan Roberts 
hit a grand slam and Chris 
Young had the first two- 


homer game in the Diamond- 
backs' postseason history to 
extend the series. 

Arizona joined the 1977 
Dodgers as the only teams to 
hit grand slams in consecu¬ 
tive playoff games. 

Cardinals pitcher Edwin 
Jackson settled down after 
some rough early going and 
pitched six solid innings in 
his first post-season start. 


Relief pitcher Jason Motte 
worked a perfect ninth for his 
second save of the series. 

Jackson gave up a triple, a 
double and a single in the 
first inning but the Cardinals 
escaped the frame having 
surrendered just two runs. 

Lance Berkman then dou¬ 


bled in a run in the bottom of 
the first to narrow the gap to 
2 - 1 . 

St. Louis seized the lead in 
the fourth after Phillies 
starter Roy Oswalt walked 
Berkman to open the inning 
then hit Matt Holliday to 
send him to first. 

With one out, Freese's 
double scored both to give St 
Louis a 3-2 lead. Two innings 
later Freese added a towering 
two-run homer to put the 
Cardinals up 5-2. 

"This is what you worked 
for," said Freese, who was a 
high school stand-out in St. 
Louis and was acquired by 
the Cardinals after the 2007 
season. 

"Just to do this in front of 
the fans of St Louis and a 
bunch of friends and family, 
it's amazing." 

The Phillies pulled back 
one run in the eighth, but 
couldn't get any closer. 

The deciding fifth game 
will be in Philadelphia today 
when the Phillies will send 
game one winner Roy Halla- 
day to the mound against 
Cardinals ace Chris Carpen¬ 
ter. 

"They're good friends and 
old teammates, and Carp was 
really chomping at the bit for 
this opportunity to pitch 
against Roy on full rest in a 
huge game five," said St. 
Louis outfielder Matt Holli¬ 
day. 

"It should be quite a battle 
and then it'll be fun to watch 
two great competitors go 
head to head and two great 
teams get after it." 

Berkman made it clear the 
Cardinals — who seized the 
National League wild card 
berth on the final day of the 
regular season with the aid of 
a stunning September col¬ 
lapse by Atlanta — believe 
they can upset National 
League East division cham¬ 
pions Philadelphia. 

"We're not looking at this 
like we're just happy to be 
here and it's David and Go¬ 
liath," Berkman said.
